‘Thus-far, however, I can inform you, and which 
you may rely upon as being well authenticated, thar 
thegpinit of rebellion, (in this country called patriot- 
ifm), has pervaded almoft every towa in Aultrian 
Flanders. j ‘ ; 

The patriot army, flufhed with their fucceffes, in 
the fkitmifhes with the ‘Imperial army at Turnhout 
and other places in Brabant, about a fortnight ago, 
eluded a general rencontre, and marched in three co- 
lumns or parties into the country. k 

The main body, under the command of Vander 
Mcerhen,- is to attack Bruxelles ;—another body com- 
manded by the, Prince de Ligne, and aflifted by the 
different Religious Orders, have carried Ghent, af- 
ter a furious attack of five or fix days ;—the third bo- 
dy got poflefiion of Bruges on Friday lait, in a few 
hours, after routing the military. 

The Imperial army at Ghent confilted only of a- 
bout feven hundrcd men, when fome hundreds of 
tlie Patriots got into the town by {tratagem—fudden- 
ly difplayed their banners—were joined by multi- 
tudes—jhut the gates—and began a fierce attack upon 
the Imperial troops. 

The latter took poffeflion of the Abbey of St Peter, 
as a citadel, and made a defperate defence during five 
or fix days; they having feveral pieces of cannon, 
in an advantageous fituation, fronting different {treets, 
did amazing carnage amongit the Patriots, as well as 
inhabitants; who willed to be neuter; their red hot 
balls fet on fire feveral houfes, and their fhells demo- 
lifhed others. At length the few remaining of the 
Imperial trops,’ finding no fuccours, as was expected, 
from Bruxelles, retreated precipitately from the town, 
but not till thirty-fix pieces of cannon began to play 
againit their citadel. . a 

Since the days of the Crufades, never did religious 
orderg, exhibit fach valour and activity, as they did 
in the patriotic caufe at Ghent. In fome parts of the 
crown, during the whole fcene, were to be feen bo- 
Mies of fat Benedictines, mounted on horfeback, with 
a drawn {word in one hand, and a crucifix in the o- 
ther, exciting and exhorting the Patriots to ferve the 
caufe of God, by exterminating the Imperialifts. In 
other places were Dominicans, Carmelites, &c. &e. 
training ahd pointing the artillery, whil{t others head- 
ed bodies'of the infantry. In fhort, the carnage and 
cruelties committed at Ghent are almoft incredible. 
The lofs on the fide of the Patriots is reported to be 
upwards of a thoufand, exclufive of women and chil- 
dren. Upwards of one hundred and fifty houfes are 
either burned or demolifhed. 

Three days ago, the military force quartered here 
retreated towards Dunkirk, with the Governor, find- 
ing themfelves inadequate to any defence. The 
burghers have fince been embodied as a militia, 
with intention to remain neuter, and protect their pro- 
perty.

‘Their 
Lordthips would obferve, he faid, that this was not 
a charge againit him as the author, but as the publi- 
fher of the libel, which, though the law thought en- 
titled to the fame punifhimntht, confcience did not at- 
tich to, it an equal degree of yusk, With relpect to 
hbellous paragraphs 19 the papers of the ar{t of Febra- 
ary and 26th of June, however they might {eem to 
reflect directly on his Royal Highnefs the Duke of 
York, they contained, whcn well confidered, nothing 
more than loofe invectives on all the fricncls of the 
Nable Perfonage, as well as on himielf; and though 
he did not mean to contend, that public characters 
were to be libelled with impunity, yet there certainly 
was fome difference between a paragraph originating 
in private. malevolence and perfonal malice, er in 
party-zeal. Of the publithing the indictment prefer- 
red againft the defendant by his Royal et tee that 
eould not weigh much again him, becaufe it rather 
ended to thew that flaader weht not unpunifhed. In 
concluhon, he left the defendant to the juftice of 
their Lordfhips, only begging leave to add ove more 
ebfervation, tharzhe libel was written ata time, when 
the fpirit of pay - never more prevalent, or car- 

i or lengths. 

Sir ecees | sed now to be heard, and read the 
following defence of his conduct. He faid, that he 
appeared before their Lordships to receive fentence 
for a libel. . He obferved, that a perfon, though found 
guilty of an offence in law, might, in his owa con- 

ience, ‘be totally acquitted. ‘The action of which 
hte had been accufed, was attended with feveral cir- 
evmitaices of alleviation. Their. Lordfhips did not 
Know, perhaps, the conduct which public prints were 
forced to idopt ;—they mu be fuited to the times, 
not'the times to. them, and if the tempet ofthe day 
gequired calumny and fcandal, that « ifpofition mutt 
be gratified! He then’entered into a general hiltory 
of newlpapers—of priaters—of publifhers—of perfons 

loyed to Write for mewfpapers, which, however 
inftrufive and entertaining to thefe particular claffes 
men, can afford but Bette entertainment to our 
readers—we {hall therefore omit it. He would now 
apply. himfelf more ftri@ty to hinrfelf.—He wiihed 
their Lordfiiips would take a retrofpect of the times 
when thofe paragraphs appeared. His paper—and 
lie wifhed this +3 be ate ded to+had fupported ad- 
miniltration voluntarily and without reward! When 
therefore the oppofition prints had dared.to infult the 
honelty and immaculate principles of thofe in admini- 
ration, he thought himéelf warranted io fhielding

+ As therefore malignity of intention did not actuate 
him in what he did—as he had not been rewarded for 
bis‘conduét by’ adminiftration—he hoped that their 
Lordthips, if they beftowed a punifhment on him, 
would not make that punifhment a vere one. 
_ Mr Erfkine confeffed, that he rofe, to addrefs, their 
ftonifhment at,what he had 
afttieard, that he was hardly capable of difcharging 
an duty. He thould apply his obfervations chiefly to 
what had fallen from the .defendant’s counfel, and 
fromthe defendant himfelf, and divide his. remarks 
Zoto two paits—firit, into the quality of the para- 
graphs ; fecond, into the conduct of the puablilher, 
He begged leave to remind Mr Dallas, that great part 
of his conftruction matt fall tothe ground ; for what 
the paragraphs mig!.t mean was not before their 
Lordthips + the jury had determined their meaning, 
which he-defired to read. Their opinion of the pa- 
ragraph of the art of February was, “ that by it was, 
meant, that the faid Dukes (meaning the Dukes of 
York, Cumberland, and Glouceiler) were diffaffeted 
to his Majefty’s perfon, and were not rejoiced _at his 
recovery,” »He would pafs by the daring affertions 
again(t the leaders of oppofition, and even the Dukes 
of Gloucefter and Cumberland, on account of the in- 
didtment being preferred by the Duke of York, and 
of his nearnefs in relation to his Majefty, He infift- 
ed, that this libel reprefented’ his Royal Highnels as 
the bafett, moft brutal, and the moft profligate of hu- 
man beings—unfit for the common offices of huma- 
hity,—It reprefented him, at the moment when his 
father was rifing from the ted of ficknefs, wearing 
on his face a counterfeit air of joy—that which it 
would have been a libel on a favage, not to have re- 
joiced at, is fippofed to fill his Royal Highnefs with 
forrow—that which would have drawa tears from the 
eyes of a favage, is fuppofed to occafion ia the bofom 
of the Duke of York exultation and joy! 

The defendant dared not to fwear by affidavits, 
that his conduét was. actuated by loya!ty—no! for 
if he had, their Lordthips mult. have fent him to 
Bedlam, in{tead of to prifon—what could that man 
fay in juftification of himfelf, who before the nerves 
of his --Majefty had recovered their jroper tone— 
who, before reafon had feated herfelf again with 
firmnefs on her ‘Throne, publifhes a paper for the ex- 
prefs purpofe of poifoning his mifd again{t his fon; 
nor was-this afl—their Lordihips knew of what con- 
fequence a good name was on a man’s firit entrance 
into'life. The Duke of York was in that predica- 
ment, and yet,this mifercant before your Lordfhips, 
has endeavoured to nip his reputation in the bad, and 
ancicipate the opinion of people by his. thameful 
ftrictures.—It, therefore, one fo fuperior to their 
Lordfhips is ta be iniulted with impunity, how could 
their Lordthips preferve themfelves from the envenom- 
ed fhatt? and, to defcend in proportion, how would 
the lower order of people protect themfelves trom 
flander, when the very, Judges could not ? It wasthe 
duty. of there Lordihips therefore, to inflict an ex- 
emplarv punifhment.—Did the defendant ftand in the 
fitnation of a PYinter, denying upd oath any ac- 
quaintaace with the paragranh, he did not with any
